AMA Answers 


We have had many letters from 
AMA and other riders from Texas, 
Louisiana, Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
Mississippi and California asking why 
the AMA doesn’t have any races in 
those areas, and the question is a 
difficult one to answer. 

First, let me say that the AMA does 
not promote races as is the case with 
some of the other smaller sanctioning 
bodies. We are a sanctioning body and 
sanction races at the request of and/or 
in agreement with promoters and 
clubs. 

I personally tried to work with 
promoters in some of the areas listed 
for the past three years and my 
attempts have been unsuccessful. Why 
have my attempts been unsuccessful? I 
really dont know. I can't get any 
specific reasons as to why these 
promoters wont run an AMA 
sanctioned race. 

The only thing that stands out is 
that the promoters claim that they do 
not have enough riders to put on an 
AMA race and make any money. They 
claim that by running non-AMA they 
will get more riders at their track. 

Now I get to the reason for this 
letter. If you, a rider, are in an area 
that doesn't have any AMA Amateur 
and Professional races, write to your 
local promoter and ask him to 
consider doing so. Tell him that you 
need your AMA points to become an 
AMA Pro Expert. If enough riders 
write and are willing to support AMA 
races, the promoter should be willing

Heavy rains in the San Francisco area forced cancellation of the AMA Grand 
National Championship/Camel Pro Series road race that was to have been 
run this past weekend at Sears Point International Raceway. 


The new date for the Sears Point race is the July 15-16 weekend. This will 
cause some reshuffling of dates for some of the Camel Pro dirt track events 
scheduled for July in California, but the AMA did not have the schedule 
completed at press time. They expect a final decision on the July schedule 
later this week. The reshuffling will involve two races promoted by J.C.

“The track was unraceable,” said Doug Mockett, AMA Commissioner of 
Professional Racing. The decision to cancel was made Saturday morning by 
AMA referee Chub Kellam. At the race track Saturday, Mel Parkhurst, AMA 
Professional Competition Manager said, “The first turn is this far under 
water,” gesturing a heighth of about six inches. "We're not going to send 60 
motorcycles around it." There was also mud on the track, according to Sears 


Point officials.

Brad Lackey won the Apr. 16 Austrian 
500cc World Championship MX 
Series event held in Sittendorf with a 
1-2 score. According to Team Honda 
mechanic Bill Buchka, Brad topped 
the first moto and was leading the 
second with only three laps to go when 
he was momentarily blocked by lapped 
riders on a particularly steep hill.

Broc Glover, riding his Jim Felt- 
tuned works Yamaha, took command 
of the first moto on lap eight and was 
never led again. Moto two saw the 17- 


year-old „El Cajon, CA. rider; take 


control on lap two and lead the pack 
to the final checkered flag. 

Keeping Glover honest all day, was 
Team Suzuki's Mark Barnett. Barnett 
totalled a strong, steady 2-2 afternoon 
for second on his Mark Johnson-tuned 
bike. Third went to Danny "Magoo" 
Chandler. 

Bob "Hurricane" Hannah topped 
both 250cc races by approximately one 
minute over the second place rider; 55 
seconds in round one and around one 
minute, five seconds in the final moto. 
Hannah's Keith McCarty-tuned works 
Yamaha never missed a beat, all 
afternoon. 

Team Honda's Jim Pomeroy putin 
the second best ride in the 250cc event, 
logging a 3-2 tally on his Arne 
Beamon-tuned works bike. Third. was 
Chuck Sun on his Eric Crippa-tuned 
Husqvarna. 


125cc National 


By the time the first 125cc National 
moto made the long charge up Racing 
World's starting chute hill, most of the 
track surface had dried to traction- 
delivering consistency. It was a far cry 
from the opening laps of practice 
where gobs of sticky clay had jammed 
between rear tires and swingarms, 
actually stalling the eighth-liter 
motors, 

Danny Chandler immediately 
announced his intentions by snagging 
the holeshot and leading the National 
field through the first lap. At the 
completion of the lap, Chandler had 
a fair-sized lead over Kawasaki's 
Gaylon Mosier who was trying to hold 
off a fast-moving foursome: Jeff Ward, 
Suzuki's Brian Myerscough, Yamalia’s 
AMA 125cc National Champ Bréc 
Glover and Suzuki's runner-up ‘to 
Glover in the present series standings 
Mark Barnett. Е 

Chandler maintained his lead while 
shuffling in the next few places kept 
the crowd on the grassy hillside 
entertained. In the next half lap, both 
Myerscough and Glover found alway 
around Ward and moved in to harass 
Mosier. 

Team Honda's Steve Wise, Wiio 
would eventually wind up fifth overall; 
was trying to recover from a incredibly 
bad start, riding in 33rd place. 

Glover had dialed “win” on his ‘Jim 
Felt-tuned Yamaha — a curi6us 
hybrid of European works style water- 
cooled cases with an American air: 
cooled top end bolted on and got 
around Myerscough to move on 
Mosier, While Glover's cycle seemed to 
have power to spare, Felt wasn't 
entirely happy. 

“Not enough!” he said in the pits 
later. “I keep pouring water on 
it...more horsepower...I want more 
horsepower" While the American 
Yamaha team has the same technology 
(water-cooling, in this case) available 
to them as the European race team, 
the AMA claiming rule keeps them 
from using it. "We can't keep 'em if wé 
get ‘em,” Jim shrugged. Glover's 
machine uses the trick cases, but 
without coolant and radiator systems 
It is, nonetheless, a winning 
combination. 

Three and one-half laps into the 
moto, Danny “Magoo” Chandler held 
an impressive-looking five-second lead 
over Glover, Mosier, Myerscough, 
Ward, Barnett and Danny Turner, 

In the next three laps, Myerscough, 
then Ward, and finally Barnett closed 
on and passed Mosier. Then, after 10 
minutes of whittling down the gap, 
Broc Glover reeled in Danny Chandler 
and got past into the lead. 

Lapping slower riders, “Magoo” 
held on to the champ for a few laps, 
but eventually Glover eased away, 
Brian Myerscough, Jeff Ward and 
Mark Barnett followed at intervals. 
Gaylon Mosier held a secure lead on a. 
tight three-way bar-bumper among,

Koji Masuda while Jim Lesniewski and 
Ron Turner battled over 10th place. 

Mark Barnett began his mid-moto 
move for the front, closing in on 
Ward. Ward responded, dialing up 
the wick and putting up an all-out 
offense that lasted through several laps 
of intense duelling before Barnett 
finally won out and moved into third. 
Their struggle had carried the pair to 
within striking distance of second 
place holder Chandler. 

Mark Johnson, Barnett’s Team 
Suzuki mechanic signalled, “3 Magoo” 
with three laps remaining in the moto.

But when they came around 
on the next lap, Barnett received the 
"P 2" sign; second place. 


On the final lap, Chandler dropped 
back as Glover rolled across the finish 
line in command, and Mark Barnett 
scored second. Fourth was Jeff Ward, 
followed by Brian Myerscough, 
Gaylon Mosier, Danny Turner, Koji 
Masuda, Steve Wise and Ron Turner. 


Ward, Glover. and Barnett 
spearheaded the second moto start. By 
the halfway point of the opening lap, 
Glover led hounded by a persistent 
Barnett. 

Ward held down third under 
pressure from Chandler, Danny 
Turner, Steve Wise, Warren Reid and 
Marty Moates. David Taylor rode 
ninth followed by Gaylon Mosier. 

Mark Barnett jammed past Broc 
Glover, held the lead for a few 
moments at the end of lap one, then 
lost it again. By the end of the second 
lap; Magoo had overtaken Ward. 
steve Wise was pressuring Ward, the 
former minibike champion, for 
fourth. He got it on the next lap when 
Ward apparently slipped letting Marty 
Moates and Warren Reid past also. 

Barnett pursued Glover for the next 
six, to eight minutes, then suddenly 
dropped back. He'd been momentarily 
blinded by the low-lying sun, lost 
concentration, and wound up in a slow 
turn in the wrong gear. The Suzuki 
stalled, and by the time he got it 
rekindled, he was over. half a minute 
behind the leader, Broc Glover, in 
fourth place. Wise and Chandler held 
down second and third. Marty Moates 
held off Brian Myerscough for fifth. 
Jeff Ward, David Taylor, Warren 
Reid and Danny Turner rounded out 
the top 10. 

It took Barnett most of the next 
cight to 10 minutes to regain his place 
im second, and some exciting racing 
ensued as he made his moves on 
Chandler, then Wise. 

With three laps remaining, he got a 
signal that 20 seconds separated him 
from the leader. It was too much. Broc 
Glover rode in victoriously, the winner 
ofboth motos and 50 important AMA 
125cc National Championship MX 
Series points, Barnett rolled in second 
with Steve Wise 14-15 seconds back in 
third. 


250cc National 

Putting together two fantastic rides 
and displaying the skill that has 
earned him the nickname the 
"Hurricane," Team Yamaha's Bob 
Hannah dominated the 250cc 
National, making it two overall wins in 
a row. 

When the first moto shot up the 
near-vertical start hill, the Can-Am of 
Greg Robertson found its way to the 
turn first. On his orange fanny were 
Hannah, Eddie Cole, Team Honda's 
Jimmy Ellis and Husqvarna's Chuck 
Sun. 

Robertson held a strong first for the 
beginning of the moto, but was soon 
blown into the grass by the Hurricane. 
Honda teammates Ellis, who rode sore 
all day, and Jim Pomeroy locked into a 
battle for third, but Ellis put

Robertson on the front lines -and 
headed into second. Robertson fell to 
the Pomeroy pressure and slipped to 
fourth on the seventh time around. 


Coming off with terrible starts were 
Suzuki's Kent  Howerton and 
Kawasaki's Jammin' Jimmy Weinert. 
After getting through what seemed an 
endless number of slower riders, 
Howerton passed both Robertson and 
Pomeroy in three laps. Weinert was 
running two slots behind Howerton, 
and when Ellis got screwed up in 
lapped riders just past the halfway 
mark, Jammin’ Jimmy pulled up 
alongside Pierre Karsmakers. The 
battle was for fourth; Weinert took it 
on the 14th lap. 


By this time, Hannah had pulled 
way out in front of Howerton, who was 
handed second after Ellis’ crash. But 
on the 18th lap, Howerton struck near 
disaster. As he came into a rutted 
downhill along the start, his left 
footpeg was engulfed in a bump, 
throwing him off the bike in front of 
Team Suzuki mechanics and Team 
Manager Mark Blackwell. Howerton 
laid on the track, stunned and in what 


- he called "the worst pain I'd ever felt." | I. 


His left foot and ankle appeared 
severely sprained, but Kent went on to 
finish the race, shifting at times with his 
left hand. 

With two of the frontrunners going 
down, Weinert found himself in 
second place, but a long ways behind 
the Hurricane. The checkered flag 
soon came out, giving the win to 
Hannah, who built up a full minute- 
plus lead on Weinert. Pomeroy 
followed, with Karsmakers, Sun and 
Rich Eierstedt rounding off the top 
placings. Ellis pulled in at 12th, and 
"sore all over," this being his first shot 
back from his trip across the cement at 
the Houston Astrodome Supercross 
competition. Howerton finished 25th. 

As the pack crested the start hill the 
second time, Hannah hit the first turn 
on.a wheelie, but Sun was there to 
make an early charge for the pace- 
setting position. As the pack came 
down the downhill, Sun took the lead 
as Hannah settled into second with 
Pomeroy and Ellis already battling for 
third. By the end of the first lap, the 
Hurricane had blown out the Sun and 
begun to stretch an almost predictable 
lead on the field. Pomeroy also put a 
move.on Sun and took over second. 


Behind Sun, Ellis was holding back 
the ‘charges of a battle among John 
Savitski, Karsmakers and Steve Bauer, 
riding his Tim Buck-tuned DG Suzuki. 
Savitski motored around Ellis the next 
lap as Ron Pomeroy rode in on the 
fight for fifth. Bauer wasn't long for 
the dueling as he crashed himself out 
of the racing. 

Positions of the top five held steady 
until the two-laps-to-go sign was given. 
Bassett Racing's Jim Gibson had 
Eierstedt biting at his heels for sixth. 
Eierstedt took a few more turns before 
motoring past Gibson. Karsmakers 
pulled up to Savitski on the last lap 
and took his best shot at fourth place 
and came up with the better side of the 
maneuver. 


Checkered flag time was ready at 
the end of a shorter 30-minute-plus- 
two-laps second moto, and Hannah 
flew across with a 55 second lead over 
Pomeroy, who was ahead of Sun, 
Karsmakers and Savitski. Dropping 
way back to eighth was Jammin' Jimmy, 
who was nearly last off the line. Also in 
the action but out of contention was 
Howerton, who painfully finished 
24th, one better than last time.

Race Director Casey Folks stated the 
race would start at exactly 5:45 a.m. 
and it did. The night-long rain settled 
the pre-run powder and silt, providing 
unlimited visability. 

Kevin Davis fanned his KTM 
engine, the green flag dropped and 
Davis headed down the pavement to 
the desert. The next two to the start 
line were Randy Neal (390 Hus) and 
Larry Roeseler (OR Hus). Crossing 
under the freeway, the bikes headed 
up a rocky trail leading to the base of 
the Spring Mountains. Tom Bolton 


could barely see Jeff Kaplan; Bolton. 
on a 125cc Can-Am, Jeff on a 250. 
Husky. Ken Miller (250 Hus) charged 
after Rich Binckley, a Washington 
racer on an 390 Husky moving very 
fast especially through the virgin cross 
country portion just before the long 
uphill with the backside the same as 
the front. 

Jack Froelich was the first Senior 
entry to enter the sandwash road 
section past the downhill. The 
Number 13 bike ridden by Brent 
Wallingsford flew by Froelich way 
before check one. The green-plated 
Sportsman class headed into the 
mountains just as the sun broke over 
the mountains. 

Randy Neal got past Davis’ partner 
Tom Kelly and was streaking down the 
long trail that parallels Highway 53. 
This section is fast but has several 
tricky crossgrain ruts. Tom Holms 
found this out when his 250 KTM bit 
the dust with the gas pits in sight, Neal 
just started across the highway when 
his Husky seized horribly. Watching 
Kelly and Roeseler pass by, the 
dejected racer loaded his bike in the 
truck. 

Wayne Allen, riding Morgan 
Malocco’s 400 got out of shape on the 
road that runs beside the tracks. 
Hitting the bottom of a ditch, the 
young man got off very hard going 
very fast. The Guio clan had the 
course wired; Tagg pushing the Husky 
down the powerline road just ahead of 
Bob Rutten, riding a Harley. The 
other Guio team member was Ron 
Loomis, riding with Ken. 

Yamaha rider Charlie Hamill 
teamed with Jeff Robbins. Charlie) 
took the first leg and had his 125cc 
bike screaming as he picked up the old 
car course before the summit. Coming 
off the summit, Ron Ellenburg, Mike 
McDaniel and George Antill blasted 
down the next section of car course 
then into the silt beds. Scott Atchison 
braced himself entering the silt but to 
his amazement the dust didn’t stir. 
Rod Ahlstrom and Todd Hunter were 
glad of this because they were right 
behind Scott. Torsten Corum and 
Kevin Bise entered the pits and 
changed partners. Gregg Harwood 
took the bike from Bise, Steve Webb 
took over for Torsten. 

Tom Kelly had mounted the KTM 
about the same time Wallingsford was 
heading into the pits. Scot Harden 
mounted the Husky and took off after 
Roeseler and Kelly. The 
Roeseler/Johnson team decided to ride 
complete loops instead of ‘the 
checkpoint change system. 

The Iron Man, Rolf Tibblin of 
Tibblin Racing Products riding solo, 
said at the start he would just take his 
time and was running 19th overall. 
Rick Finger took the bike from Kaplan 
and headed into the cross country 
section just before the fast, slippery 
graded road. The "Big O" Bruce 
Ogilvie was hot on his trail. Sid 
Tarbett shot through the patchy 
blacktop section so smoothly ‘you 
would never guess a hazard was there. 
Ken Bailey led Len Sikorski through 
the fast up and down rollers; Cotton 
Guio was right behind. Kevin Welch 
was leading Bruce Lewellyn up the 
sandwash road. 

When the course entered the sandy 
puckerbush section, Lewellyn was 
thinking how glad he would be when 
Jack Froelich took over. If Bruce had 
known Jack had a broken foot and he 
was going to ride the whole thing 
alone, he might have headed for the 
nearest casino. Rick Schumaker would 
find himself in the same boat later. 
Fred Hansen, taking over for Mike 
Maze, was smokin' down the powerline 
road into check three, the alternate 
gas. Jeff Robbins and Leroy Kyger 
were not far behind. P

wasted no time in topping off the gas 
and heading out across the crossgrain 
washout area. in pursuit of Brian 
Purfeerst and famous desert ace Ron 
Nelson. 

After about five miles of crossgrain, 
théy entered a nasty section of car 
course. Mike Purdy and Alec Pettersen 
made their way through as safely as 
possible and then tuned their 
motocross skills, winding through the 
tricky narrow wash. By this time the 
course had entered the base of the 
McCullough Mountains and first 
Sportsman Charlie Fowler couldn't 
believe the trees. Circling around 
Railroad Springs, Danny Winebarger 
and. Mark Jones picked their way 
through the rock section that dumps 
into the last segment of car course. At

Wallingsford bike was making a better 
lap time than the pre-race favorite 
Roeseler/Johnson effort. 

Heading to the left, the racers 
headed down the dreaded trail at the 
end of the mountain range: Steep, off- 
camber trails with a wall on one side, 
dropoff on the other. Donnie Morrison 
headed down this, ahead of the second 
sportsman Joe Wells. From here to 
check four it was cross country to the 
tracks.

headed for the dropoff before the 
track underpass. Roeseler gassed his 
Husky and passed Tom in mid.air. 
Both men streaked to the pits and the 
anxious crowd. 


By lap two the check times started to 
filter in. Hardin and Wallingsford 
maintained a good 20 seconds on the 
Roeseler/Johnson team. Finger and 
Kaplan by this time had changed three 
rear tires, Ron Wright started to take 
the IT from Ron Nelson when they 
noticed the rear sprocket was wiped 
out. The Southwest Paving pit team 
changed the tire and the former 
number one took off. The difference 
between first and second place 250cc 
was very close then heartbreak struck. 
A noise from the engine erupted and 
the bike quit with a main bearing 
gone. Marc Cartwright took up the 
slack and started to close on the leader 
when havoc struck. Cartwright got off, 
breaking a collarbone and letting 
Shumaker go it alone. The fast-flying 
team of Bill Tarling and Bob Messer 
had their ride ended when Bill notice 
the rear end feeling spongy. The 
swingarm broke in two places and put 
an end to their race. 


Kevin Welch and Troy Fitch were 
battling for the 125cc class, the 
Hamill/Robbins team were right in 
the fight turning consistent lap times. 


Ken Bailey was still running strong 
despite the horrendous endo suffered 
just five miles from the pits. The 
Mangold/Howell team didn't lose or 
gain any time, just rode a consistent 
race. The Gerber/Lanier Husqvarna 
rolled along with no apparent 
problems just behind the Grimsley/ 
Iverson Husky. Paul Christensen, 
riding the second leg of the Miller/ 
Christensen team had a tranny go 
south, parked the bike and kicked 
back. With the warm sun, Paul fell 
asleep and the next thing he knew, the 
rescue team was waking him up. 

The day wore on and the dust began 
to thicken. The flat sections became 
choppy making the racers hold on 
harder and the silt beds got deeper, 
making passing almost impossible. 

Coming in on the third lap, Harden 
handed the bike to Wallingsford. The 
spokes were loose but a tire change 
meant two minutes down time. 
Wallingsford took off for the last lap. 
Johnson was already in the mountain 
pass. Not knowing what the time 
diffeence was, Jack had but one plan: 
“Gas it.” Riding on the ragged edge, 
the Husky pilot shot down a canyon 
behind a slower bike. The guy hit the 
berm and crashed in front of Jack, 
sending him instantly to the ground. 
Thirty precious seconds ticked away 
before he could get going again. 





By main gas two, Harden took over 
and by alternate gas two, they lost 
almost two minutes tightening the 
remaining spokes. Fred Hansen took 
the bike from Mike Maze and burned 
a trail around the last lap. The 
Finger/Kaplan team suffered two 
more flats and settled in at third. 
Hamill stayed on the bike until the 
second alternate, handing the bike 
over to Robbins for the home stretch. 
Leonard Skikorski could wrap up third 
overall 250cc as long as he stayed 
aboard the bike; he did just that. 

The spectators at the finish had no 
idea what the outcome of the overall 
winner battle would be. Johnson could 
be seen streaking across the desert and 
the speculation mounted. Crossing the 
finish line they immediately started 
keeping time. The magic number was 
two and a half minutes. It passed and 
a big grin spread across Johnson and 
Roeseler's face. Jack said, "It's about 
time, kid." Harden was soon picked up 
in the distance. Crossing the finish, 
they hashed over the problems and 
Scot said "that's racing." 

The weather stayed perfect, 
everyone thought the course was 
super. Tom Kelly wished there had 
been some dust when Roeseler was on 
his tail. Thanks to Bill Putman, Casey 
Folks, and Sam Bass for making this

ride for us. You know, he used 
to beat Kenny Roberts.” 

Some people were surprised 
when Gary Fisher--who hasn't 
been on a racetrack in over a, year-- 
joined Ron Pierce and Wes Cooley on 
a restructured Team Yoshimura after 
a dispute broke out between Daytona 
Superbike Production winner Steve 
McLaughlin and the Yoshimura. 

But Fisher's connection with the 
Yoshimuras goes back more than seven 
years. Fisher led the Daytona 200 in 
1971 and 1972, until mechanical 
problems stopped his Yoshimura 
Honda CB750 both years. Besides 
having worked with the Yoshimuras 
before, Fisher is also a proven Super- 
bike Production threat. During 1976, 
Fisher joined McLaughlin and Reg 
Pridmore in a Butler-and-Smith- 
sponsored BMW team effort that 
completely dominated Superbike 
racing that year. Knowing those facts, 
it isn’t so surprising to find Fisher 
practicing on the Yoshimura GS1000 
at Willow one weekday morning. But

some questions remain: Why did Gary 
Fisher quit racing following the 1976 
season, and what made him come 
back in 1978? 

Fisher pulls into the pits. A 
mechanic grabs the bike's handlebars 
while Fisher climbs off. After a few 
minutes of consultation with Fujio, 
Fisher slides off his helmet and plops 
into a lawn chair. After considering 
the questions, he grabs a proffered 
tape recorder microphone and talks. 


"We were trying to arrange a spon- 
sorship deal with some people at the 
beginning of 1977, working on them to 
sponsor my GP bikes plus the produc- 
tion bike. It came close to the time for 
Daytona and I had my Yamaha TZ750 
sitting in the box. But the sponsorship 
deal didn't come through. There was 
no money and no money and still no 
money. Finally, I just decided that it 
wasn't worth while for Gary Fisher to 
spend $10,000 to go out and stay up 
half the night for two weeks in a row at 
Daytona, with a chance of winning 
maybe $10,000. I could stay home and 


make some money. So I decided to sell 
the bikes, get what I could out of 
them, and wait for the right oppor- 
tunity. 

"Everyone who has followed 
roadracing in the United States for the 
last couple of years knows what the 
situation is, as far as the cost of run- 
ning a TZ750 and traveling thousands 
of miles a year for only four or five 
races--not counting races overseas. It's 
just too expensive for what you get out 
of it. 

"When Triumph, BSA, Harley- 
Davidson, Yamaha, Suzuki and 
Kawasaki were racing in the late '60's 
and early "70's, anybody out of 20 guys 
could win a race. It was really ex- 
citing. Now, if a privateer like myself 
goes to Daytona, he's racing for fourth 
place. Not that many privateers have 
dynos to work with like Kel 
(Carruthers) does to help get the 
restrictors dialed. In fact, I'm sure 
that most of the guys at Daytona 
probably had never ridden their bikes 
with restrictor plates in them until 
they got to Daytona. How can you go 
to the biggest race in the world and do 
your tuning at the track? If you go to 
Daytona and you have to figure out 
what the engine's doing, it's Friday 
morning of Speed Week before you 
know it and you're sitting there going 
‘Baaaaaa.’ Usually the races aren't 
much better. If you don't have your 


stuff together before you get there, you 
might as well stay home. 

“I've always been of the mind that if 
I can't do the thing properly, if I can't 
get in there with a chance of winnin 
the race, then I'd rather sit home a: 
watch a ball € or play tennis or 
cow Haag ፳8 can have fun doing 
those things. But I’ve done enou 
racing that going out there and 
beating my head against the wall just 
to show somebody that you can get 
fourth or fifth place is not my idea of 
good competition. 

“Look at Ron Pierce. He did a hell 
of a job with his own motorcycle. He 
bought his own bike, went down to 
Daytona and got fourth place. He ac- 
tually won his race, the privateer race, 
He made a good sum of money, but if 
he counts his expenses and the price of 
the motorcycle, he's probably only 
about $5000 or $6000 shy of what it 
cost him to go to Daytona. Ron digs it, 
but when it comes to the bottom line, 
it’s as simple as this: How long can a 
private individual afford to do it? 

“We could say, ‘OK, this is gonna be 
a fun thing and we're gonna do it for 
the love of the sport.’ Fine. Lot’s do it 
for the love of the sport. But let's quit 
having all this hogwash about it being 
a professional thing. 

"Every week you can sit home and 
watch à bowling tournament that will 
pay you $15,000 for beating 600 other 








guys at a bowling alley. Sure, a 
professional bowler goes through a lot 
of crap, but so far I haven't seen too 
many people break arms, legs, collar 
bones, hit their heads and get con- 
cussions bowling or playing golf or 
tennis. 

“For the amount of risk involved, 
why should a qualified, expert rider 
hang it out that extra little bit to the 
point where he might damage his body 
and destory his motorcycle, his invest- 
ment? For fun? To satisfy someone sit- 
ting in the stands? It sure isn’t for the 
money a privateer can win. It’s just a 
couple thousand dollars. It takes me a 
long time to heal now. I'm getting old, 
and I don't like to pick myself up off 
the ground. 


"Look at poor Gary Nixon. He's the 


premier racer, a living legend. What is 
there in racing that Nixon hasn't 
done? Nothing. But here the poor guy 
goes to Daytona without a good spon- 
sor or full sponsorship, unable to 
spend money like the Yamaha factory. 
Either Kenny Roberts or Stevie Baker 
or Johnny Cecotto is going to win the 
race. Their factory bikes aren't going 
to be any slower than they were before 
the restrictors. They're all good riders, 
and their bikes are still much faster 
than the privateers’ bikes. When you 
have a good rider on a bike that’s bet- 
ter than yours, you can't count on 
them falling off or blowing up. 

"So Nixon goes to the race, seizes 
both his motorcycles up, and it bums 
him out to the point where he doesn't 
even want to ride the match races. 
What has motorcycle racing done for 
Gary Nixon lately? He's sure done 
enough for the sport. Why doesn't the 
sport do something for him? It’s 
ridiculous. 2 

"What would Calvin Rayborn be 
doing right now ifhe were still here? 
Would he be racing Italian Harley- 
Davidson in Europe? Would he be 
riding the Superbike class ona black 
Sportster? Would he be riding dirt 
tracks, traveling around the country? 
That gets old after about 10 years. But 
what is there, really, in the sport of 
motorcycling on a professional level? 

“The purse money for the Sears 
Point National now--in 1978--is $2800 
to win the race. If you pre-enter the 
race and win, they give you an extra 
$310. That brings the total purse 
money, not counting contingencies, to 
$3110 to win a national race. When I 
won Laconia in 1972, the race paid 
$4500 in purse money alone, plus lap 
money and contingencies. I made a lot 
of money there. That was six years 
ago. If you're making less money in 
1978 than you did in 1972, your ex- 
penses triple, and you pay for your 
racing out of your own pocket, then 
you've gotta either be awfully rich or 
awfully stupid. I know I'm not rich 
and I like to think I'm not too stupid, 
but here I am again. 

“The way this all happened,” con- 
tinues Fisher, “is really strange. We 
moved out to California from our shop 
in Parkesburg, Pennsylvania because I 
was tired of being cold, tired of 
working six days a week, 12 hours a 
day. If you own your own motorcycle 
shop, when the time comes at the end 
of the month to pay the bank their 
money, you have to really scratch and 
run around to get the money together. 
Now, I'm working in a shop with Art 
Baumann, a combination motorcycle 
dealership/sporting goods store called 
Fireside Sports, right on Van Ness 
Avenue in downtown San Francisco. I 
punch a time clock, work 8:00 a.m. to 
5:00 p.m., and don't have to worry 
about any of that. After I leave, I can 
go-home and-do whatever | want. I’m 








making about as much money as I did 
when we owned our own shop, so that 
isn’t bad. 

“Anyway, Art and I talked about 
how when the new Suzuki 1000 came 
out, it would really be the thing for the 
Superbike class. My boss, Joe Fireside, 
said, ‘Hey, we ought to look into doing 
that, get into it.’ I told him how much 
it would cost, but that didn’t seem to 
deter him. Finally, one day he said 
"Let's see if we can get an engine and 
stuff from Yoshimura and lets try to 
run Sears Point.’ I said ‘fine, OK.’ So I 
called up Fujio the day he got back 
from Daytona. He told me there was 
no way they could get an engine done 
in time for Sears Point, because Pops 
was going back to Japan for awhile. I 
told Fujio that was fine, that we'd just 
try to do something later in the season. 

"A couple of days later, Fujio calls 
me up and asks if I want to ride the 
spare bike, (the 944cc GS750 that 
Shohei Kato rode at Daytona). I said 
‘Sure.’ 

“Then, after the situation happened 
with Steve (Mclaughlin), Fujio called 
me again and asked me if I wanted to 
ride the GS1000, so I told him yes. You 
can’t do much better than to jump on 
a Daytona-winning bike. If a bike wins 
at Daytona you know it’s a good bike. I 
always say that if you can go to 
Daytona at the beginning of the year 
and win, that sets the pace for the rest 
of the season. It can’t get any better. If 
you have a fast bike at Daytona, it’s 
not going to slow up by the time Sears 
Point rolls around. It’s as simple as 
that. That's why I'm here. I'm back. 

"I would have sat out this season if 
my boss wasn't generous enough to 
say, 'Hey, spend the money and get 
out there and do it.' And if things 
hadn't worked out with Yoshimura, I 
wouldn't be riding at Sears Point. But 
we still intend to prepare our own 
bike--sponsored by Fireside Sports-- 
after Sears Point. But I would also like 
to do some of the European endurance 
races and I have already mentioned 
something to Fujio about Bol d'Or. 
Reg (Pridmore) and I went over there 
in 76. That's an incredible race. 

"The way its going, though, the 
Superbike Production class in the 
United States is going to be the 
salvation of road racing. The Yamaha 
750 class isn't going to draw the spec- 
tators out. The production bikes, if 
Suzuki and Kawasaki and Honda and 
Yamaha and everybody gets interested 
in the class, will save racing as we 
know it. The production racing can be 
directly orientedto the guy on the street 
who has a Z-1 or GS1000 Suzuki or 
1000cc Honda or whatever. He could 
say 'Hey, man, I saw that pipe on So- 
and-so's bike and he won the race. If I 
put one of those bitchen black pipes on 
my bike I can get another seven hor- 
sepower, and maybe ГЇЇ put some 
smooth bore carburetors on it and buy 
a camshaft, maybe put some mag 
wheels on it.’ 

“You can see that kind of carry-over 
from the racing at the cash register. 
It’s economically feasible to justify 
Superbike Production racing, saying 
"We do this because we want to sell our 
product.' It's very simple. It's a direct 
tie-in. On the other hand if you show 
somebody off the street your TZ750 
Yamaha and tell them it's got 30mm 
whatevers and it's water-cooled, the 
guy says ‘What's that do?’ The first 
thing they ask is if it's a drag bike. To 
get people interested in racing, it has 
to be something directly related to 
what they understand. Sound. Sight. 
Most people can relate to the Super- 
bike machines as they are now. They 


sound and.look like motorcycles." .. € .

Cecotto steals Imola, 
Baker limps home

IMOLA, ITALY, APR. 2 


Johnny Cecotto, runner-up 


to Kenny Roberts 


in Daytona three weeks previously, won the 
Imola 200 for the second time on Sunday to 
the supreme delight of the 60,000 crowd at the 


opening round of the Formula 
750 World Championship - but 
his victory came only through 
Steve Baker’s misfortune and 
the cruel luck of Kenny Roberts. 


Steve was the innocent victim of 
Christian Sarron's over enthusiasm in 
the first leg. The Frenchman rammed 
Baker's Yamaha while battling for the 
lead. 





The collision damaged an exhaust 
pipe and Steve lost power and while 
Sarron streaked on to an impressive 
win, Steve limped round. 


Cecotto saw his chance and caught 
the American a lap from home to grab 
second place. His confidence sky high, 
the Venezuelan on his works Yamaha 
won the second 32-lap, 100-mile leg 
with ease. 

Baker followed him home 14 seconds 
down at the finish to ensure runner- 
up spot with Sarron, unable to recap- 
ture his first-race form and slowed by 
tired arms, taking third place in this 


- race and third position overall. - -

Australian Gregg Hansford on his 
Kawasaki entertained the crowd with 
some magnificent Sheene-style 
wheelies and he clinched fourth place 
overall and added some machine 
variety to the expected Yamaha 
benefit. 

Kenny Roberts, the quickest man 
during training and winner of the 
250cc race in the rain on Saturday, 
rocketed off the grid in the first leg to 
set the pace but after three laps he had 
to stop when his Yamaha began to 
seize and in the second race King Ken- 
ny’s luck was out again. 

Battling through from the back of 
the grid Kenny had caught the pack 
within a lap but he was trying just a lit- 
tle too hard. He cannoned off Gregg 
Hansford at the chicane, falling off 
without injury. 

There were quite a few spills in 
training and the races but unlucky 
John Williams was the worst hit of all. 
He fell on the last but one lap of thé 
first leg and was rushed to hospital suf- 
fering from two damaged vertebrea, 
two broken ribs and an injured kidney: 

In the first leg it was Roberts, Baker 
and Italian Marco Lucchinelli who 
were the early pacemakers until 
Roberts’ engine ceased and soon after 
Lucchinelli also fell by the wayside. 

Sarron moved through from fifth to 
second and began to challenge Baker 
as the pair pulled away from Steve's 
teammate in the Nava Olio Fiats 
quad, Virginio Ferrari. But Virginio 
tried too hard to stay in touch. He fell 
off without injury but was able to 
restart and rejoin the battle. However, 
he had lost a lot of ground but he kept 
going to finish 20th, returning to the 
paddock with tears streaming down 
his cheek. 

At least he finished the race, 
American Skip Aksland had to stop 
early on with a flat rear tire and 
Christian Estrosi of France pulled out 
on the sixth lap with mechanical 
problems. 

Big surprise in the first leg was the 
almost unknown Italian Giovanni 
Rossi who at onc stage in the 
proceedings caught and passed Cecot 
to only to lose contact after a slow 
refuelling stop. Even so his fourth 
place was an inspired effort; chased 
over the line by Franco Uncini on the 
Vane Motors Yamaha, which com 
plained of front brake problems for 
much of the race, and by Gregg Hans- 
ford. 

The second leg failed to match up to 
the excitement of the first. Roberts, 
Ferrari and Aksland were all deter 
mined to give the crowd their money's 
worth by going out to race even 
though nothing was not at stake, But 
somehow after the carly stages it 
became a bit of a bore. 

Baker, Cecotto and Hansford 
followed by Sarron and Rossi were 
swiftly at the front of the pack but 
Roberts quickly joined them. 

Rossi could not stay in touch with 
this group. though, and he dropped 
back. With Roberts out after his tum- 
ble. Cecotto was left in the lead chased 
by Baker and Hansford who was 
ducling with Sarron. 

Baker's bike was 20 mph slower than 
the Venezuclan's but little Steve made 
up for lack of speed with deter- 
mination and though he never once 
got in front. Cecotto always haito 
look over his shoulder to see where he 
was. 

Sarron was a lonely third, his arms 
aching too much for him to put iri a 
serious challenge. and Hansford kept 
pulling those magnificent wheelies in 
his lonely ride to fourth place. 
Unlucky Rossi had to stop twice with a 
broken cylinder bolt and was finally 
forced to stop. Up to take fifth place 
came the Japanese ace Sadao Asami 
who had looked good in the first race, 
taking seventh spot. 





Skip Aksland finally got his act 
together and moved through from 
a first lap 17th to finish sixth just 
ahead of fellow countryman Dale 
Singleton. 

Barry Ditchburn did not have the 
happiest of weekends. He pulled out 
from the second race with his motor 
running slower and slower and Steven 
Cull from Northern Ireland, who 
qualified for the race in the face of 
strong competition, had to stop in the 
second leg with mechanical problems 
too, 

Australian Jeff Sayle lost several 
places in the first leg when a pit stop 
mistake dropped him down to ninth, 
took a tumble at the chicane in the 
second leg but he escaped injury. 
Italian Franco Uncini took a dive on 
the 18th lap when the steering 
damper broke to rob himofany chance 
of; championship points. 
250cc Support 

Cold, wet and stiff, Kenny Roberts 
stepped off his Yamaha looking a tired 
old man at the end of Saturday's 250 
race - and who can blame him. The 
weather was atrocious and the 
American had put on a dazzling 
display to leave his rivals trailing in his 
wake long before the decision came to 
cut the event from 32 laps to 21. 


The crowd, close to 40,000-strong 
who. paid good money ‘to see the 
Saturday race program, were not im- 
pressed with the decision, but the 
riders generally were happy enough to 
get into the dry. - 


The exception was Australian Gregg 
Hansford (Kawasaki) who had 
rocketed through in the early stages to 
catch and pass Roberts and then eased 
the pace ready for an all-out attack. In 
the closing stages he had taken eight 








seconds off Roberts' lead and he might 
well have been able to mount a big 
finish, given the chance. 

"Im not complaining" said Gregg 
afterwards. "It wasn't too pleasant out 
there but I might have been able to 
catch Kenny if it had gone the full 
distance." 

Hansford was the only man, left in 
the race who could have matched King 
Kenny. The others had long since 
fallen by the wayside. World cham- 
pion Mario Lega on the Morbidelli, 
which looked much quicker than in 
Venezuela, had been forced to stop 
when his clutch disintegrated and 
Mick Grant slid off his Kawasaki 
without injury at the same spot that 
was to catch out Randy Mamola and 
Pekka Nurmi. 

South African Kork Ballington 
(Kawasaki) couldn't get to grips with 
things until the closing stages. Then 
time ran outyon him before he could 
improve on sixth spot. 


Australian's Ray Quincy and Kenny 
Blake finished 12th and 13th but 
even more impressive in this colonial 
invasion was Graham McGregor, who 
chased Ballington over the line after a 
race-long battle with Guiuseppe 
Consalvi.

Takin'it tothe streets 


Turbo Cycle Corporation combines Kawasaki Z1-R brawn with 
American Turbo Pak boost and unleashes a street legal 
10-second quarter mile beast

It's hard to concentrate when you're worried. 
Mind waves race at a speed exceeded only by 
the ultra high speed turbine rotor in the machine 
below, trying to recall every important detail 


of how to operate the incredibly 
strong turbo charged Kawasaki 
Z1-R TC — without blowing 
it up. 

"You'll just waste parts," American 
Turbo Pak's Ed Ryan had stated 
earlier, "if you hold the throttle at 
steady high rpm waiting for the lights 
to change like you would on a 
standard bike." 

The.stagzng lights blinked om as the 
front wheel rolled into position. The 
red light for the other lane flashed on. 

We'd just finished four runs on a 
stock Kawasaki Z1-R, an impressively 
powerful motorcycle. Quarter mile 
times had fallen in the 12.5 to 12.7 
second range, and terminal speed had 
registered in the 106-108 mph bracket. 


The yellow lights on the Orange 
County International Raceway 
Christmas tree began their 
countdown. 

"You have to wing the throttle," 
Ryan had said. "See how Pee Wee 
does it? He times it so that when the 
green comes on, the motor's at the 
right rpm." 

For Pee Wee Gleason, the "right 
rpm" was around 10 grand. But he's 
good; it was our first time on a drag 
strip. Pee Wee's also very brave. He'd 
been painting black tire marks three- 
quarters of the way down OCIR for 
most of the afternoon. For a timid 
beginner, the hot set-up seemed to be 
to ease off the line, getting only 
moderately sideways when the 
hopelessly inadequate stock rear tire 





broke loose, and let the times suffer in 
favor of rider life longevity. 

The last yellow light dimmed and 
it seemed to happen in slow motion — 
the green light rose from a faint glow 
to glaring brilliance. 

“The crank is the weakest part,” 
Alan Masek had told us. “When they 
go over eight or 10 pounds pressure, 
it’s important to have the crank 
welded.” Press-fitted cranks spin 
under the power created from the 
turbo charged motor. The ability of 
the top end to produce power exceeds 
that of the bottom end to accept and 
transfer it into wheel rotation. The 
motor self-destructs. 


The rpm wasn't right — Pee Wee's 
demonstration was a hard act to 
follow. Left hand fingers gingerly 
opened trying to slip the clutch and 
ease the machine into motion. The 
rear wheel still broke loose and 
sidestepped what seemed like six 
inches. It wasn't. 

Alan Masek, former Marketing 
Director for Kawasaki Motors 


. Corporation, left the big. K this spring 


after 12 years of service. He formed 
Turbo Cycle Corporation, and he 
plans to market the absolute fastest 
street machine in the country. Perhaps 
in the world. Turbo Cycle will buy Z1- 
Rs from Kawasaki, turbo kits from 
American Turbo Pak, and combine 
the two to produce that machine. The 
bikes will be available from select 
Kawsasaki dealers in May. Production 
obviously will be limited. They'll cost 
$5000 each. 

First gear was gone in a second; the 
tach needle climbed to its midpornt, 
then snapped up toward the 10,000 
rpm mark when the turbo boost cut zn. 

"Don't use the clutch," Pee Wee had 
warned. “On a turbo-powered motor, 
it'll bury the tach needle just like that!” 


The right hand rolled forward a 
quarter turn; the left toe lifted the 
shifter, and somewhere inside gears 
and shifter mechanism parts slid into 
place. The right wrist dropped, 
holding the throttle hard against the . 
stop. The tach needle dipped slightly 
as the rear wheel dug for, then lost 
traction. 








American Turbo Pak's kits go for 
around a $1,000. A Rajay Industries 
model 370 F 40 turbine, powered by 
the motor's exhaust pressure through 
an ATP four-into-one pipe, draws fuel 
through a specially modified Bendix 
snowmobile carburetor. Ryan 
estimates that ATP has invested over 
1,000 hours of R&D work into the carb 
alone. A series 2100 Autopulse fuel 
pump forces gas into the accelerator- 
pump-equipped carb. Their entire 
package exudes quality, in appearance 
and performance. It looks as mean as 
it is, 

Again the needle swings up into the 
red bar that decorates the Kawasaki's 
tachometer above the 8,500 mark. Off 
the throttle, up the shifter, back 
against the stop. This time the tach 
needle doesn’t drop at all. Things are 
happening too quickly. Mind has no 
time to realize that the rear wheel’s all 
but completely lost contact with the 
asphalt. Only the climbing needle and 
the thought of the big boom remain. 


Shift! 
American Turbo Pak has a machine 
that — on alcohol and nitro — has 


turned the quarter in 8.17 seconds at 
172 mph. Luckily, this isn't it. 

For an instant, the upshift doesn’t 
help. The thought flashes: This needle 
hasn't. been out of the red yet! Then 
the needle 15 forgotten as the fork 
sliders top out; the front end lifts. 
Rear wheel's finally found a sticky 
spot. Putting the power to the ground. 
Wait. For one instant. What happens 
when the front wheel comes up in a 
low power wheelie at 80-90 mph? 
Don't know, but it doesn't get 
squirrely. Yet. Keep the gas om. 
Finally it eases down, just as the 
tachometer demands another gear 
Shift. Finally. Fifth gear. Nothing 
crazy happens. Only the continuation 
of indescribable handlebar-bending 
acceleration. Wind, at 120 mph, 
distorts the face. Funny, the things you 
not?ce during an adrenalin rush. 

California Highway Patrol officers 
are learning to drive at OCIR today, 
and only 200 yards past the dragstrip 
finish line is a barrier. Coming directly 
at the test riders are CHP Dodges, 
running WFO before they pitch 
sideways off to the left. On the stock 
cycle, stopping was no problem. On 
the faster turbo-charged unit, it's 
interesting. 

Hold it on. Wait... wait. Ignore the 
cars. Finish line markers flash past 
peripheral vision limits. Chop off the 
gas. Lock up the bznders. The cycle 
shudders as the rear wheel gets light 
and starts to chatter. Let off? No way. 
Ride it. Finally, it slows to where it’s 
obviously not going to overshoot. The 
grin becomes impossible to control. €

The monsoons came to Saddleback Park and the 
third round of the AMA/North American Trials 
Council National Trials Championship turned 
into a gooey struggle for survival — for every- 


body except Lane Leavitt (Bul). 
Cruising around the all-but- 
impassable park, shouting “Hey, 
us ducks love this stuff!” the former 


National Champ dropped 78 points in 
two loops and was seemingly the least 
rattled. by the sudden change in the 
“environment,” which threatened to 
turn the event into a shambles. 


Many an observer compared the 
situation to the ill-fated 1974 World 
Championship round. When the rains 
began in earnest midway through the 
trial, some sections became dangerous 
and had to be closed, others became 
all but inaccessible; and in other 
instances riders were told by 
bystanders that sections were closed or 
that checkers had gone in early. The 
scoring confusion took organizer Jean 
Fradette some 36 hours to untangle. 

Ultimately, sections five, six, seven, 
nine, 10, 15, 17, 19, and 20 were 
thrown out of the second loop scoring 
for reasons of inaccessibility or danger. 


The event began innocently 
enough, with 23 Championship 
entrants, two Seniors and three 


Sportsmen (Support class). Southern 
Californians Marland Whaley, Bernie 
Schreiber, Greg Lersch, Debbie 
Evans, and Mark Eggar were working 
checkpoints on this, their "home 
event." 


During the first of two 20-trap 
loops, the sun popped in and out while 
the soil remained damp but. quite 
tractive from earlier rains... The 
sections were a mixture of previous 
National/International traps along 





"with new obstacles pioneered by-ATA- 


Experts, utilizing many of 
Saddleback's steep gully climbs and 
spectacular rock formations. Some 
typical layouts were section two, a 
gully-climb over monolithic water- 
carved rock chimneys; section three, 
the infamous “Grand Canyon” of 
Saddleback, with its ridges made 
knife-edged and gnarly by erosion; 
section five, a ridge-top rock section 
with a hairy two-stage climb and two 
difficult turns; section eight, a deep V- 
bottom gully with a trick climbout; 
section nine, another gully whose exit 
degenerated into a long, punishing 
hillclimb; section 19, with a muddy 
dropaway entrance into a deep hole, a 
narrow case-cruncher V-bottom to 
negotiate, then a mud-slicked twò- 
stage rock step followed by a loose, 
loamy climbout exit. Section 20 
looped up and down a near-vertical 
hillside; and it was one of the first to 
be closed due to danger when the rains 
came. 

In the early sections, Leavitt already 
had established a leadership pattern. 
He'd arrive at each trap late, be one of 
the last to ride, and set the mark to 
measure everybody else's perfomance 
by. Then when the rain started, 
Leavitt’s experience with Saddleback 
took over. Suddenly, he was among 
the earliest riders, boogying through 
the sections and finding alternate 
routes around potential loop-trail 
bottlenecks. 





Tennessee’s Curt Comer, Jr. 
finished second. 
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On the first loop, Whaley's section 
Four drew a three from Leavitt, and 
19 nicked him for a five, after he had

been clean almost to the exit. On the 
ridgetop trap five, Leavitt was the first 
to clean it. This particular trap drew 
some interesting rides. New Englander 
Billy Blythe was clean to the last tight 
turn, when his Bul’s motor took a 
backward kick and he just flopped 
over on his head. Curt Comer, Jr. 
(from Tennessee) had made the first 
rock climb, then snagged his rear 
wheel on the first turn. It looked about 
to hook him onto the ground, but 
Comer just snatched the Montesa up 
under himself, did a ‘quick mid-air 
turn with both wheels off the ground, 
righted himself with one opportunistic 
prod, and rode the rest of the section 
cleanly for a one. Very few people saw 
fellow Tennesseean Jack Stites, the last 
rider through, gather this trap's only 
other "clean"with a display of 
masterful rock-hopping. Another who 
could have gone unnoticed was Idaho 
rider Keith Adams (Bul) who 
completed the entire event wearing 
tennis shoes! He says boots get in the 
way. (He finished 12th.) 

The coming of the rain turned the

| fender immediately. He remembered 


774. Bob Hopkins (Bul) whose 45-point 
first loop had him within striking 
distance of Leavitt, said "I kept 
thinking, I ought to pull that fender 
off, but didn’t. Wish I had; the time 
I'd have lost taking it off wouldn't have 
compared to the time I lost getting 
stuck." 

Hopkins was forced to skip some 
sections in order to finish in time, bike 
and body plastered with a probable 
hundredweight worth of brown goo. 
Jack Stites was another who had an 
outstanding early score torpedoed by 
the mud, as he slipped to eighth with

Tom Cullen (Bul), who publishes 
ጅ.1.፲. Stop, and is kind of a 
"neighbor" to Lane Leavitt, was the 
only Senior to finish, and one of the 
few riders to make it to all secitons on 
the second loop. After all that work, 
Tom had a brief scare when his loop 
card turned up missing from the 
customary enduro-suit pocket. A 
frantic search located it in another 
pocket. Whew! Tom's son Kevin (Bul) 
added a bit of frosting by winning the 
Sportsman class. 

With the trial formally over, the 
tribulations continued, for those who 
happened to park in low spots. As one 
set of volunteers massed for coolie 
labor, others broached the park's back

Blose, Oswell, Shultz top Trans-AME

A beer-thirsty, race-hungry Bakersfield wel- · 


comed the American Motocross Enterprises 
Coors Trans-AME with open arms. Despite 
heavy competition from Southland tracks, 


Sprockets Park drew some of 
California's most exciting Pros. 
With the track in primo condition, 
challenge was the name of the 
game. 

Chappy Blose, in from Phoenix, 
AZ, took the top money in the 125cc 
Pros on a Suzuki. Tracy Oswell of 
Canyon Country, CA, also Suzuki- 
mounted, won the overall in the 250cc 
Pros and Darrell Shultz of Orangevale, 
CA, took control of the 500cc Pros on 
a Maico. 

In addition to the total $5,000 
purse, Bosch and Electro added 
contingency money. 

Mike Brown (R&D Racing Suz) 
started things rolling in the 125cc Pros 
in the first qualifier by battling his way 
into the lead over John Oswald and 
Tim Locey. Mark Lawrence was 
keeping the heat on in fourth. By the 
end of the qualifier, Brown emerged 
the winner. The top five riders 
transferred to the main. 

The second 125cc Pro qualifier got 
off to a rocky start with a huge pile-up 
of riders landing over Can-Am Hill. 
Cliff Lett emerged out of chaos and 
took over. Tim Worth swung into the 
lead by the end, with a battle for third 
going down between Jim Holley and 
John O'Mara. Worth held his lead to 
the end. 

Coming back for the consolation 
moto, David Lynch and Bobby Jones 
battled side-by-side until Jones slipped 
on by. Don Draz moved into second 
and heavy dicing went down between 
Jones and Draz. By the end of the heat 


Jones was back in command with Draz 
running second and Lynch in third. 

When they met on the line for the 
main, Jones started off the action with 
Mike Brown in second. Brown almost 
went down but made a beautiful 
recovery and held his position. With 
Mark Lawrence in third the heat was 
on and all three were right on top of 
each other. Brown, crossing in mid- 
air, passed Jones but finally had to 
relinquish his lead to Chappy Blose 
(Halls Precision Works Suz). With 
Tim Worth on his heels, Brown was 
flying and maintained second at the 
end of the moto with Blose holding 
onto the lead. 


The second moto once more proved 
to be a Brown/Jones battle at the start 
with Brown again making a mid-air 
pass at Jones for second. One of the 
most spectacular rides of the day had 
to belong to Tim Locey (DG Suz). 
Surrounded by Mark Lawrence, Blose 
and Jones, Locey had a fight on his 
hands. Not only did he stay in the 
center of the action he was making 
tracks and moving into third, held his 
position to the end of the moto with 
Blose, the leader and Brown in 
second. When the winning checkered 
flag came out Blose took home the 
lion's share of the $1,000 with second 
overall going to Brown and third to 
Locey. 


One of the finest races of the day 
had to be the 250cc Pros. Their first 
qualifier found Jeff Vidic (Cole 
Brothers Mai) battling against Tim 
Locey and Mike Brown. Brown 


worked his way on into the lead with 
Vidic and Locey right on his tail. 
Brown held firm and carried his lead 
to the end of the moto. 

The second qualifier found Kenny 
Zahrt (Bombardier C-A) in full 
control. Tracy Oswell holding down 
second and a heavy battle for third 
between. Gary Denton and Scott 
Gillman (Orange Co. Cycle Yam). By 
the end of the heat Zahrt was still in 
the lead and transferred to the main 
with Oswell, Denton and Gillman. 

The 250cc Pro consolation heat 
brought a battle between Mitch 
Musgrave, Sherman Schneller and 
David Williams that carried these 
riders three abreast through most of 
the heat. Musgrave emerged their 
leader with Schneller taking second 
and third going to Williams. 

Gathering on the line for the main, 
Denton grabbed the holeshot with a 
huge pack of racers on his tail. Záhrt 
held second place with Gillman 
running third and Brown in fourth. 
The pack was unbelivably tight with 
three and four-abreast racing the rule. 
Darrell Shultz and Denton settled into 
a duel for fourth as Brown took over, 
bringing with him Zahrt who was just 
barely holding off Denton. Zahrt went 
down and Shultz moved into second, 
closing on Brown. Coming in for the 
checkered flag Brown held firm. 
Shultz had problems shortly before the 
finish and dropped to 18th. Denton 
and Gillman battled right down to the 
wire with Gillman holding a narrow 
lead in second. Bobby Kline and 
Oswell rounded out the top five. 

The second time off the line Locey 
was there and grabbed the holeshot 
over Vidic and Denton. Denton moved 
by Vidic as Oswell, making tracks, was 
closing on Shultz. Bob Kline was 
caught in the middle and busting 
loose. Denton, closing fast on Locey, 
moved into the lead. Shultz also 
closing, edged out Locey and went to 
work on Denton. Battling side by side, 
Shultz pulled ahead and Locey waged 





a desperate fight against Oswell in 
third. Denton went down but regained 
control in time to hold his position 
only to later be forced out of the race 
with the inside teeth of his 
countershaft sprocket stripped. 
Oswell, still flying, took over second 
and set out after Shultz. Locey, 
holding his ground, stayed up in third 
and the battle for supremacy 
continued down to the wire with 
Shultz taking the moto win, Oswell 
finishing second and Locey holding 
third. Oswell rode into the winner's 
circle for top money of the day; Kline, 
who finished both motos in fourth, 
took second overall and third went to 
Locey. 

Darrell Shultz took back-to-back 
wins in the 500cc Pros. In the first 
moto, he started off in control with 
Gillman right behind him followed by 
Ken Morgan and Mark White. White 
moved into third, leaving a crazy duel 
for fourth between Morgan and David 
Williams. Coming in for the checkered 
flag was Shultz with Gillman taking 
down second and third going to 
White. 

The second time around, Shultz 
repeated his winning ride by taking 
charge off the gate with Scott Cavness 
on his heels followed by Morgan. With 
Shultz opening up a superior lead, the 
battle was in fourth between White 
and Cavness. Coming in for. the 
checkered flag, Shultz crossed over to 
top money for the class. Gillman took 
second overall with third going to 
Williams. e

800 tackle CRC 
Pucker Bunny 
Enduro

RAND MOUNTAINS, CA, APR. 9 

Covering the desert floor with a 
golden-green glow, millions of 
desert candles lit the way for 
more than 800 enduro riders at 
California Racing Club's Pucker 
Bunny Enduro. The early morning 
sun bounced off of wet pavement and 
dampened desert daisies. Camping 
Saturday night had been somewhat 
wet but the night-time showers left 
plenty of moisture in the ground and 
made for superb traction and virtually 
no dust. The rains did cause some of 
the rough-and-ready types who like to 


sleep in the back of open pick-ups to : 


reconsider the merits of enclosed 
campers. 

A little water never deters the 
intrepid motorcyclist, and at 8 a.m. 
the first riders left on loop one in 
beautiful weather and surrounded by 
wildflowers. Loop gne on a family 
enduro sees all the little kids, the big 
kids, the: young and old kids and 
combinations thereof. It is a 
heartwarming sight to see all the 
buddy teams with parent and child 
enjoying spring in the desert and

learning teamwork and competition at 
the same time. Loop one snaked its 
way about the fan on the south slopes 
of the Rand Mountains between 
Galileo Hill and Highway 395. 

The course was easy as befits a loop 
set up expressly for beginning riders. 
The riders made up for the lack of 
difficult terrain by creating their own 
difficulties. I took a spot at a road 
crossing with a little ridge to get some 
pictures and caused a great deal of 
emotional trauma among the younger 
riders who felt compelled to show off 
for the camera. Crossed up jumps look 
cute but let's face it, when you're 
crossed, you're not in complete 
control. At least one rider found that 
out rather suddenly, when he found 
himself in a pile at my feet. The soft 
ground was kind and perhaps the 
lesson was painless. 

The 35-mile loop took less than two 


' hours to finish and then the Beginners 


had a chance to rest while everybody 
got serious for the second loop. This 
course followed some old race trails to 
the north and west into the Rands. 
There was still good traction, but some, 
of the higher ground had begun to dry 
and brought up a little dust for those 
who were missing it. Bopping down a 
slightly damp sandwash was a lot of 
fun. The course turned up a pleasant 
little hill. Well, it would have been 
pleasant if there hadn't been a check 
about a third of the way up. No 
problems for the big bikes, but the 
small two strokes were having fits. The 
UEA riders thought it was so easy they 
occasionally ran into each other just to 
add spice. 


After this check, the course ran 
through miles of cross-grain drainage 
with walls and edges freshly sharpened 
by the rains. Makes for interesting 
riding! Going up and up around 
Government Peak, the course finally 
found its way out of all the loose shale 
canyons and into tbe finish, where 
some of the earlier riders found the 
desert's version of the Good Humor 
truck waiting. Another 35 miles of 
fun? Well, in the words of Sam Orrick, 
CRC's number one enduro rider, “It 
was a nice ride — Wow!" 

It looks like two riders came out 
with perfect scores; the overall winner 
was Chet Rector, riding a Husky in the 
Open A class; and another perfect 
score was Grant Palenske (Yam), 
Open B. Incidentally, at only one 
second off was Garner Palenske, also 
Open B on a Yamaha.

Debbie Evans is a kind of superwoman in disguise. To all outward 
appearances, she could be just the girl who lives next door, your 
basic college coed or your friendly family dental assistant. She is 
not what she appears. Debbie is the first and only American 
woman to hold an Expert classification in trials. And — she has 
the track record to back it up. At 20 years old she is beginning a 
successful career in movie stunt work. | 

Debbie Evans isn't searching for any directions to her future — 
she's already found it. She's young, capable and self-confident 
about everything she's undertaken so far. You could chalk it up 
partly to luck, partly to determination; but she has to be admired, 
regardless of what you attribute her successes to. 

Debbie is leaving April 18 for Europe. She will compete in the 
Scottish Six Days Trial. She may not win — but she'll do her best 
and she won't quit when the going gets rough. That's what people 





will remember. 


About trials riding: 

I guess I started to take trials riding seriously about the 
time I got my first bike from Yamaha. I'd been riding 
trials since I was about nine. It was just a family thing, 
'but doing things together like that made our family 
closer to each other. Everybody enjoyed it. In 1972 I 
got an Ossa and went right out of the Kids class and out 
of the Novice class. There I was, an Amateur and I got 
quite a bit of publicity because I was a girl. 

I was about 15 or 16 when I needed a new bike. 
Now, I really don't know exactly how all this came 
about. I didn't just walk into Yamaha; they contacted 
me. A friend of our family talked to a friend of his at 
Yamaha. Yamaha said, "Well, bring her in here and 
we'll let her try one out." So they gave me a 175 to try 
and later asked me if I liked it. Of course I said yes, so 
they said, "Well, keep it." They didn't say keep it for a 
year, or ride it for such and such a period of time — 
just keep it. So all of a sudden, here I was with a brand 
new bike and all the parts to go along with it. That 
really helped a lot. The bike was perfect for me. In 
fact the first trials I rode on it, I got a third. Before 


. that I'd been placing 13th or 14th. 
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Ever since that first bike, I've worked through the 
public relations department at Yamaha. I haven't 
signed any contracts or anything like that, but they do 
give me a lot of help. Now I have a competition bike 
and a practice bike because they let me keep my old 
bike for practice. Last year they flew me back and 
forth to the Supercrosses and the AMA Camel Pro 
Series races for trials exhibitions during “halftime.” 
So, really, they've done a lot for me. 

On the advantages and disadvantages of being a girl 
in the sport: 

Well, we may not be the best, but I think a lot of it has 
to do with our physical features. You know, maybe if 
we were guys, and we were built like them, we would 
be number one. Yes, there are certain limitations to a 
woman's capacities when it comes to performing in a 
sport such as this. I have very short legs and I've lost a 
lot of points because when I try to put my foot on the 
ground, and I can't reach the ground, 1 end up falling 








over. So, that's five big ones, you know, five points! А 
guy who's tall just puts a foot down and loses just one 
point. Strength too — when a guy gets stuck on a step, 
he just picks up the bike, moves it over and continues. 
Now sometimes I can't do that. I'm pretty strong, in 
fact a lot stronger than people would think, but 
sometimes, because my legs are so short, I can't get the 
leverage needed to move it. So yes, I think there are 
certain physical disadvantages — but who am I to say 
some girl couldn't come up and be number one? I 
don't think it will ever happen in trials. I mean, really, 
I'm the only girl who's ever gone even this far. All the 
others just kind of play at it. 


I'd really like to race some motocross, but it seems 
like my schedule has been so busy for the last few years 
I haven't really had the time. I think after Scotland, 
I'll just have to make the time. Husky just gave me a 
bike to play around on; but Гуе never ridden.à 
motocross race before. I don't really have any 
ambitions to go out and be the best at motocross, I just 
want to go out and have a good time at it. Same thing 
with enduros. I liked riding them with my dad, and I 
did really well, but I didn't like all the timekeeping: 
I'd like something like ISDT better, or desert racing, 
but I haven't had the time or the bike to do that. 


About the sport of trials: 

The only time I've ever hurt myself in trials was maybe 
a sprain or a good bruise. If a kid wants to get into 
something competitive, but his parents don't want him 
to race because they're afraid he might get hurt, then 
trials would be the answer. It's cheaper, too. You don't 
z Waste as many parts, the entry is cheaper, besides all 
፳ that, it gives you a basis for all other types of riding. If 
| = you're on a piece of junk and you're riding on a trail 
{ through a lot of rocks, fallen trees or whatever;oyou 
& can probably make it through if you've had@trials 
$ experience. On the other hand, a person with no trials 
5 experience would look at the trail and panic, thinking 
9 there's no way through. Trials gives you the complete 
£ basics for riding a motorcycle. It's a good begineriak 
2 for anyone who wants to learn to ride. 















What's the most important factor of being a good 
trials rider? 
Being able to do what we talk about as "clicking a 
switch." For instance, you ride around the trials loop 
from section to section, wound out, going just as fast as 
you possibly can so you can spend more time at each 
section. Then, when you get there, you have to click a 
switch and slow down — take it real easy and go 
through the section easy, not rushed or hurried. You 
just do it to the best of your ability. But sometimes 
your time is so tight that when you get to the section 
you don’t even have time to look at it. You just have to 
ride right through it and get your score. But, when you 
get to that section, you should be able to click that 
switch and slow right down, relax and let everything 
be fluid instead of jerky and fast. What's really 
important in trials is not to lose your concentration. 
Concentration, conditioning and a decent piece of 
equipment are the basics. 
About getting into stunt work: 
` I'd always wanted to get into doing stunt work, but I'd 
neversaid much about it — thought it seems like that's 
what I've been training for all my life. I've always been 
very athletic. So, in October, somebody (Art Barda) 
calls me and says, “Hey, how'd you like to be in a 
movie? Yeah, this friend of mine, Gene Hartline is 
going»to be stunt coordinator.” I said, sure! So Gene 
called up and said, “Can you come down on such and 
such a day to see if you can ride these bikes?,” and I 
said, sure! 
Well, they had me on a DT 400 Yamaha — oh 
brother — I guess they were '74 models, and they had 
about 50 pounds of metal panels, a sissy bar and all 
this prop stuff hanging all over and off the bike. 
Everytime you'd turn the thing it would want to take a 
dive into the ground. They had us doing jumps on 
them and all kinds of other stuff. It was pretty 
dangerous, but the most important thing about it was 
that I got into the Screen Actors Guild. 
That was the first big step. I got about three and a 
half. weeks work out of it too. That movie was "Death 
Sport" with David Carradine and Claudia Jennings. 
It'ssupposed to be out about April 19. In that movie I 
get to run through explosives and swing swords at 
riders coming at me. I ran out in front of bikes and did 
all kinds of riding too. I doubled for Claudia. As it 
turned out, when I tried for the part, I was almost a 
perfect double for her — same height, weight, almost 
exact same color and length of hair. Я 
I also worked on "American Hotwax." I did a stair 
falbin that one, and I got pushed around by a crowd. 
But when I went to see it, I couldn’t even tell if they 
leftthat part in, it happened so fast. 
just spent five days doing a "Wonder Woman." It 
was really fun. The first day, I spent out at Indian 
Dunes in the rain, wearing this underwater Wonder 
Woman suit. It’s a skin tight, polyester type thing that 
covered me up completely. But when it gets wet and a 
little bit of breeze blows through, it's like an ice cube! 
I'd rather not have anything on than have that thing 
on! Boy, I was frozen! It was raining, and we were 
jumpin’ around on the motocross track and I was 
supposed to be chasing this guy — it was really fun! Or 
at least it would have been if I hadn’t been so cold. 
They gave us Kawasaki 175 enduro models with all 
the lights still on them for that one, and we even had 
to jump a jeep with those things! But, you know, it’s 
| weird how you get jobs in stunt work. You have to be 
around and talk to different people, but a lot of it has 
to do with who you know. You have to get to know 
people and then let them know what you can do. 
"There's always the possibility for this job or that job, 
but you never know until the last minute. They can 
always say, well, we changed the script and now we 
don't need you after all, or this person fits the actor 
better. Being small doesn't seem to matter too much. 
Heck; I doubled for Linda Carter (Wonder Woman) 
and she's six foot tall in heels, but I'm only 5'4" at the 
most. 

I:went to college for a little while and took some 


general education courses, but nothing seemed to fit 
into what I wanted to do. I didn't want to work very 
much, I just wanted to have all kinds of fun. So when 
this job came along where I could do all these fun 
things, I didn't have time to go to school anymore. I 
mean the stunt work is so neat! I never thought 
anything like this would come along. I came home one 
day. after working on "Death Sport" and said, “Mom, 
፲ከ15 15 the greatest job in the world. I get paid for goin’ 
out and playin' all day!" You just go out and play chase 
and swords, you know, just like I did when I was a little 
kid.— and I get pazd for it! 
About the Scottish Trials 
The Scottish Trials, just like being an Expert, was kind 
ofi'imy dream” not too very long ago. I always 
| thought, wow, if I could only be an Expert — and it 
| came true. And then, wow, if I could only be an 
| Expert and go to Scotland! I'd think, nah, it'll never 
happen, never happen... I'll never get good enough to 





do that. Then Bill Emmisson from Berm Specialties in 
Hull, England got hold of Len Weed and kept buggin’ 
him saying, “Heck, I'll sponsor her, just get her over 
here.” So, I wrote him a letter in January asking him 
all about it and he wrote me back saying he would 
supply the bike, give me $500 and pay my entry fee. I 
told him what kind of bike to get and that was it. He 
owns an accessory business that handles mostly 
American products, so sponsoring me in the Scottish 
Trials will be great publicity for him. He thinks I'll get 
a lot of publicity from the European press. 

I really don't know how well I'll do. I hope my bike 
holds together, that I don’t break something and that I 
finish. But it all depends on a lot of things. You just 
don’t know what will happen, especially in six days. 
Weather conditions won’t make too much difference. 
I've ridden 50 miles in the desert during a freezing 
blizzard without the right clothes or anything. Over 
there, I figure at least I'll have the right equipment, 
clothes and all that stuff. It shouldn't be that bad. 
When you get into it, you kind of block all that out 
anyway. The adrenalin really starts flowing, and 
you're really concentrating. I've ridden some really 
radical enduros where maybe half the entries didn’t 
finish, but I came in. I'd be tired, but I'd come in. I 
just don’t give up. I get into a kind of trance — I think 
Га collapse before I ever gave up. Determination has a 
lot to do with it. 


I've always wondered about what it might be like to 
ride the World Championships but like a lot of other 
things, I don’t worry about it. If and when the 
opportunity comes up, I'll decide then what I'll do. 

I usually let people know what I would like to do, 
but I don't push it. I don't like it when people. are 
pushy because it just turns you off. But if you let 
people know — hey, I could use some help doing this, 
or I sure would like to do this someday, you hope they 
get the hint. 

On conditioning: 

I've been running about two miles every day. I rode 
the two-day trial and there's two Nationals before I 
leave. I have to watch what I eat, too. Partly for the 
trials, but mostly for stunts. Most actresses aren't fat, 
they're skinny. Anyway, I like feeling thin, I feel.better 
then. I do a lot of Kung Fu exercises, some push ups, 
knee bends, stuff like that. The riding alone keeps you 
in excellent condition, and being in good condition 
has a lot to do with how well you do. 

What happens after Scotland? 

I'll have to get ready for the Nationals the first part of 
June, but mostly I'll have work. I have things I have to 
do — like going skiing. In stunts you have to be good 
at everything. Or at least I want to be. I should go buy 
a skateboard and spend a couple of days at the 
skateboard park, I want to learn how to parachute, 
climb mountains, I want to get in some good water 
skiing practice — there's just unlimited things I have 
to do. I have to take scuba; there's so many things you 
bave to keep up with. A full time job doing stunt work 
is what I really want to do. I don't think it will be short 
term thing either. By the time I'm 30 years old I don't 
think I'll be past my prime, I'll probably just be better. 
I will have had that much more experience and 
knowledge about a lot of things. A lot of stuntwomen 
are between the ages of 30 and 40. After that, a lot of 
stunt people go into coordinating which involves 
setting up camera angles, setting up the stunts and all 
that stuff. 

About getting married: 

Two summers ago I went up to Donner’s Pass for a 
trials school, and Lane Leavitt was there. At first I 
didn’t even like Lane, but by the end of the week I 
found out he wasn’t the nerd I thought he was. It 
turned out he was really nice! He started coming down 
to southern California to ride the trials, and from then 
on we saw each other almost every weekend at the 
Nationals. Last summer we taught the trials school up 
at Donner's Pass, so we really knew each other well by 
the time we were engaged in December. I don’t know 
when we'll get married, though. Lane lives up in 
Sacramento, and he doesn't want to move down here. 
I'm trying to get established in my stunt work down 
here, so I don't want to move up there — who knows 
what'll happen. 
In comparison with what other female competitors 
do on a track or course: 
I can't help but wonder how I'd do against another 
girl. Like I used to wonder how I'd do against say, Sue 
Fish on a motocross track. But now, it doesn't make 
any differance tome. We're the only ones out there. 
"There's just me, Sue and Diane Cox. 

To tell you the truth, I'd be embarrassed if a gin$ 
beat me. I mean, I’ve been riding trials for so long, 15 
feel like I'm just one of the guys when I ride. Right 
now, if some girl popped up in the Expert class ino 
trials, I don't know... have my image to keep up, you à 
know. 

What is the image you would like to promote; 
That of being the best woman trials rider in the world

McLaughlin wins 
at Willow; 
announces GP bid

ROSAMOND, CA, APR. 9 

Steve McLaughlin easily won 
Open GP at a Manning Racing 
road race at Willow Springs 
Raceway, then announced ‘that 


he will leave. to race in World 
Championship Grand Prix next 
month. McLaughlin took the Open 
GP lead before the first turn of the 
first lap and continued to stretch it out 
every succeeding lap. Any hope of 
competition vanished when Steve 
Mallonee retired his TZ750 with 
mechanical troubles early on. Mike 
Baeder contented himself with 
breaking in his new TZ750 engine. 

Billy “The Bullet” Addington from 
Cool, California, trailéd McLaughlin 
on an AMA Superbike Production 
Kawasaki Z-1, with Whitney Blakeslee 
on a stock KZ1000 even farther back in 
third. 

After the race, McLaughlin told 
reporters that he will leave for Europe 
with his new RG500 and his TZ750 to 
contest 500cc World Championship 
rounds and Formula 750 events. 

Mike Baeder took first in 250cc GP, 
but not quite as easily as McLaughlin 
did in Open GP. John Gidney and 
Wally Karpynec led Baeder and Eddie 
Lawson on the first lap. At the end of 
the straightaway on the second lap, 
Karpynec drafted Gidney, pulled out 
and around and passed into the lead. 
Baeder passed Gidney, who later 
complained of leg cramps, a lap later, 
and went around Karpynec in tricky 
turn nine on the next lap. Karpynec 
trailed Baeder but stayed within 
distance for the rest of the race — 
until the last lap. Trying the same 
move he had used successfully on 
Gidney, Karpynec drafted and tried to 
outbrake. Baedcer at turn one. But 
onlookers were surprised to see Baeder 
cut back into the lead as Karpynec 
swung wide and shot off into the dirt 


outside the turn, bouncing.over bumps . 4- 


with feet flying and dust rising. By the 
time Karpynec got turned around, he 
was in fourth, behind Baeder (who 
won: $25), Eddie Lawson ($15), and 
Gidney ($10). 

"The rear wheel locked and the 
engine stopped because I was trying to 
brake so hard," said Karpynec later. "I 
thought it seized and straightened up 
and let out the clutch to see if it would 
fire. It did, but by then the corner 
was there, and I went out to see the 
countryside." 

"I was just cruising," said Baeder. 
“These are the same tires we used at 
Daytona, and they weren't sticking so 
well." 

Wendell Phillips turned in three 
come-from-behind underdog charges 
on the Mr. Jags 750 Norton, netting 
three class wins and two overall firsts 
as well. 

Phillips started his rides in 750cc/ 
Open Production. Billy Addington 
(stock GS1000 Suzuki) led Jim 
Haberlin (Mr. Jags 1000 BSA) and Lee 
Fleming (stock KZ1000 Kawasaki) 
while Phillips worked his way up from 
a second-wave start. By the halfway 
point in the race, Haberlin had caught 
and passed Addington, and Phillips 
was already third. Phillips took the 
lead one lap later, but lost it after 
another lap. 

"I hit a neutral as I made the 
downshift going into turn three (a 
blind, bnaked, uphill left),” explained 
Phillips. “My whole body came off the 
left side of the bike, with the top of my 
left boot dragging on the track. I hit 
the berm outside the turn, went up in 
the air, climbed back on the bike, hit 
the pavement and gassed it.” Five 
turns later he had caught Haberlin 
again and passed for the lead. 
Addington retired when his Suzuki ran 
out of gas; Haberlin was second 
overall, first Open. 

It was much the same in 750cc/Open 
Cafe, with Phillips again coming from 
a second-wave start to lead Open-class 
winner Haberlin across the finish line. 
In. 750cc Open Four-stroke GP, 
Phillips couldn't catch Open class 
winner Dennis Smith (Del Amo Suzuki 
944cc GS750) and had to settle for first 
750cc Cafe. Steve Mallonee (Dave 
Breetwor Tri) was second in the Open

Sunday dawned bright and sunny 
at Racing World for the Califor- 
nia Racing Club motocross.
